The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

2. The closest prior art to Saunders, Jr. et al. Patent No. 4,482,691 and 
Japanese Patent No. 6-49368 disclose the reaction product of a polyisocyanate and an 
adduct of an epoxy vinyl copolymer and a fatty acid. The claimed polymer dispersion of 
a vinyl polymer in a dispersion stabilizer is not recited. Japanese Patent No. 50-12138 
sets forth a non-aqueous dispersion of a dispersion stabilizing polymer with an acrylic 
copolymer. 

3. However, there is no motivation to blend the polymer dispersion of Japanese 
Patent No. 50-12138 with the urethane-modified vinyl resins of Saunders, Jr. et al. and 
Japanese Patent No. 6-49368. Saunders, Jr. et al. and Japanese Patent 6-49368 do 
not provide for the inclusion of other polymers. 
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4. Japanese Patent No. 5-271367 sets forth the reaction product of a drying oil and 
a polyepoxide (translation, page 2, paragraph 9) as opposed to the claimed epoxy 
group-containing vinyl copolymer further reacted with a vinyl polymer and a 
polyisocyanate, and mixed with a poly(meth)acrylate. 

5. The NCO:OH ratios described on page 3, line 18 and page 9, lines 26-27 as well 
as in claim 15 are assumed to be based on a denominator of 1 . For example, the range 
of from 0.05 to 2.0 in claim 15 is interpreted as from 0.05:1 to 2.0:1.
